EMIGRATION TO BRITISH COL- 
UMBIA. 

While every colony in other parti of the 
world is bidding for a .European (migration, 
British Columbia seems determined not to 
b» behind hand. A scheons is ulready beinjr 
orginizod in the neighboring colon/ to bring 
from the molliur country an emigration ol 
at leant two hundred adulli, comprising farm 
laborer* und female servants. There ii nu 
ill opnsidered attempt madu to induce an in- 
diicriminato population. The plan to be 
adopted, although meagre in its Brat results, 
is prudently devisod. Thu Government is 
we believe, prepared to pay one-half the 
passage money or thereabout^ — the employer 
of the immigrant to deposit the remaining 
amount in tbo Treasury before any negotia 
tions are entered upon in England, liy this 
means the imnftgrm<jla will be provided for 
at once when they land, and not left to 
ohance to obtain situations. A htr^e num- 
ber ol application? have ulieady been made 
' by farmnn und others in British Columbia, 
and it is thought that before the Government 
will bo in a position to carry out thoairango 
meut as great a demand will arne as can 
conveniently bo met by the Exeeutivo. l'hii 
only thing that deters) ihe immediate opera- 
tion ol the scheme is the neces»ity ol waitini; 
for the acceplaoca of the £100.000 lean, 
lutelligenco ol thil result, however, is now 
eipecled by every mail. 

Two hundred immigrants a year will be a 
email acquisition certainly; but there i» 
wisdom iu small beginnings. Immigration 
to ba successful must be for no transient pur- 
pose— neither to swell temporarily the eus. 
tomi receipts nor to force up the price of 
real estate. The great aim in colonial set- 
tlement is to fasten people on the soil. Gold 
countries are subjected enough to impulsive 
autl even spasmodic- action without the aid 
of Ibe unsettledness which must always apiing 
from indiscriminate irnmigialion, The itin- 
erant habits of a mining population want a 
corrective— or at least a correlative, and thai 
is only to be lound in occupation! that deal 
in certainties. We may attempt paradoxi- 
cally to ignore agriculture ou the ground that 
wo have no ground — or we may cling, with all 
the auperitition of the early ages to tho new 
idea of political economy that ono source ol 
wealth is better than two ; but we ihall find 
in the end that we have been mistaken. 
" Man cannot live upon bread alone" uor can 
a country exist exclusively upon gold. Some 
day the precious metal will disappear — the 
'Mead" will be hopelessly lost — and, unless 
other and more permanent occupations arise, 
the people will gradually depart, and the 
country will relapse into a wililarness, more 
dreary, more desolate than ever. >Vo see in 
the history of other gold countries that after 
the lapse of a lew years the exportation of 
bullion begins to decline, slowly at first but 
gradually and surely. Unlike other metala, 
gold does not increase in width as we des- 
cend — the roclt or the " bottom" pulli us 
up, and we find iu a little time our claim is 
exhausted. VVe may discover quorlz lodges, 
and make the occupation more permanent ; 
but we can never give to it the stability of 
any other vocation or the lasting character 
of any other mining. 

It is necessary that we should, in the 
present time of gold excitement, boar these 
facts in mind. The recent alluvial discove- 
ries ia both colonies will, while increasing 
our confidence in the mineral resources", tend 
to draw public attention away ficm the 
more permanent means of wealth. It is 
the duty ol both Governments to counteract 
this evil — to nee that while Ihe present is 
cheering the future shall noi be neglected. 
Tho discovery of gold has been mainly the 
htppy incident to attract population — -not 
thi aim-nil and end-all of a oountry : s ex- 
iitence. Had California rested OOll toot with 
her mines, her prosperity would have been 
to-day rather a t unsubstantial alTair ; but 
with tho wisdom of far-string men, her popu- 
lation has made the gold field bear trituto to 
the more permanent industries of the Stale.

The building up of distant 
countries like Vancouver Island and British 
Columbia, must be necessarily slow ; hut lhat 
is enly the greater reason why we should 
bigin early at the work. It is thcrelore will, 
exttemo gratification we find that the task 
has been systematically and substantially 
commenced by our neighbors. The assisted 
immigration of two hundred in a twelve- 
month, will before the lapse of five years, 
havo increased to two thousand, and who 
■hall say to what great ocean of piosperity 
this tiny stream, like the first Pilgrim Fathers, 
will ultimately lead.

THE SOOKE DIGGINGS- 

The excitement which prevailed yesterday 
in regard to the newly discovered alluvial 
diggings at Sooke has in no way abated. 
One hears no other subject canvassed, end 
the usual exclamation made by persons 
meeting ono-another on tho streets, respect- 
ing the state of tho weather, has for the nonce 
quite given place to tho interrogatory, " nro 
you off to Sooke ?" Sooke is in every body's 
mouth— every body's thoughts ; and tho 
general feeling on tho subject is thai if only 
one quarter of what has been represented lo he 
thecaso car; bo verified, tho beneficial results 
to Victoiia and the fsland generally, will be 
incalculable. A few nays a r u now all tliat is 
rei|uirod to convince tho sceptical whether a 
delusion has been practised or not. For our 
own part we catnot for a moment doubt the 
Statements of the discoverers. The occa- 
sional hasty prospecting of a portion of the 
country during the rambles of the exploring 
party, must nocesiarily convey but an im- 
perfuut ostimito of the aclual wealth of the 
wholo country traversed, yet suliicienl evi- 
dence has been given by the explorers to 
create a belief in the richness ol thai section 
of Ihe country ; and the laith which has al- 
ready planted itself in the public mind is 
manifesting iisclf in all directions. 

We have less hesitation in avowing our 
belief in the mineral wealth ol Sooke Dis 
Irict, since none can bo injured by sharing iu 
it. Tho shortness of ihe distance and its 
uceossibility from Victoria, will soon cans- 
provisions and supplies lo lie placed within 
reach of prospectors al low r. les, and ut this 
seas hi of the year camping out in the open 
air is neither attended with risk or inconve- 
nience. A lew days will suffice lo set all 
present doubts al rest, and should I tie result 
equal present anticipations il is s.,te lo pre- 
dict that trails will be immediately opened 
lo the mining region, while private specula- 
tion and enterprise will tiring all the require- 
ments ol the ai i 1 1 u r lii bis oainp door. 

Tne Exploration Committee met again 
yestoiduy, and had a consultation with Gov. 
Kennedy on the provisions ol the laws lo 
regulate mininc in the District. 

Hu Excellency alter expressing his views 
desired the Committee to frame such sugges- 
tions" as they Wished to nuke and Hiilmiil 
them to him, when a code nf rvgulutionii 
should bo immediately promulgated. This

During the whole uf yesterday small com- 
panies nl g ild swekers with their packs were 
seen moving off lo the new El Dorado, gome 
in canoes or boats, and others on foot with 
pack hones to carry their tools, provisions 
and bUnketa, From conversations which 
we have had with Corporal Butile and others 
Who are conversant with the country we aro 
inclined lo believe thai those who have se- 
lected laud travel in preference lo the water 
route, have acted the more wisely. A large 
portion of the Sooko trail can be taken, and 
liy striking threugh at tho ri^tit place, tbe 
Sooke river can be reached, and 
tho most difficult portion of Ihe track 
which the coast roulo entai's, avoided, 
The necaunts all agree upon the fact thai Ihe 
lirst lour or rivo miles of the ascent of S loke 
Kiver from Ihe harbor are excessively heavy 
and tedious travelling, htid next to impracti- 
cable to those who are not expert* at Ihe 
work. Mr. Foley himself sle.rle.l lust night 
for Sooke barber, where ho will propably re- 
main for a day or two lo afford every informs 
lion in his power to those who may be ou 
the way, and it would be well for those 
who are proceeding this evening to the 
locality by the Enterprise to seize the oppor- 
tunity of accompanying him up to Leech 
River. Mr. Foley's camp as announced in 
the notice which appears elsewhere, will be 
recognised by a while Hag with a rnallese 
cross. 

We know of several experienced prospec- 
tors who started otf on the reception of the 
tirst intelligence received from the Exploring 
party, thai good paying ban existed from 5 
lo IV miles uo the river, and we may uow be 
looking lor accounts from thnso men of the 
success which they bave met with. In ihe 
meantime those who are compelled lo re- 
main in our already depopulated city will 
be on Ihe lip loe of excitement, and anxious 
expectation for tha next news, which it is 
earnestly hope. I by all will confirm the bright 
visions I hat the lust 48 hours have tended to 
conjure up. There is, and can be no dou in 
ihe manger, selfishness in the matter — what 
benefits the individual will benefit tho mass, 
and when the public weal is so closely inter- 
woven with individual prosperily the hardy 
prospector who may be toiling through thick 
el and swamp, over rocks and crags may leel 
assured that Ihe best wishes of those ho has 
left behind accompany him. and that should 
,-uccesi crown his efforts, he noi only fills his 
own coffers but becomes to a certain extern 
a public benelaelor.
